cult to say exactly. Perhaps because the 
coat hooks are usually ranged along the 
walls those seeking to replenish their in- 
ner economy prefer to be where they -can 
at the same time keep close watch of 
their outer integuments, but this only 
comes into consideration during the wio- 
ter, as in summer there are no coats 01 
wraps to watch out for. Man, and wom- 
an, too, for that matter, is a creature of 
habit, however, and the custom acquired 
during the winter probably unconsciously 
clings in summer. 


Another reason advanced is that many 


persons prefer to eat with as much pri-

'•What was onoe a very general custom 


in this city, 'topping off,' as It was called," 
remarked an old bricklayer tc a reporter, 
'•has neatly died ont, aud some of the new 
generation of bricklayers have never par- 
tizipated in it. 'Topping off' occurred the 
day the last coarse of bricks was laid in a 
house and was to celebrate the event. On 
the morning the 'topping' •was to take 
place a flag was raised on the building. It 
was also a signal for the owner of the 
building to prepare a lunch and the cus- 
tomary drinkables, especially the drink- 
ables, for all hands engaged on the build- 
ing, O£ course it generally wound np in 
;i mild ktnd of a spree, but it was the cus- 
tom, 
and no one who amounted to any- 


thing ever refused to give a 'topping out.' 
The best kind of punches were often pro- 
vided for 'topping ont,' though in later 
years it ran down to beer. 


• 'In the days when ale was the drink I 


have known of a barrel of ale being used 
at a' topping out,' besides a barrel of sand- 
wiches. The day Dr. Hall 'topped out' 
his house on C street, near Four-and-one- 
hoff street, which, by the way, was the 
first brownstone front ever put up in this 
city, he not only furnished all the ale and 
porter necessary, but used up three baskets 
of fried chickens, cakes and other things. 
16 was the talk of the town for years, espe- 
cially among mechanics. There were also 
a number of other famous 'topping outs." 
Mayor Berret 'topped out' his house on H 
street, between Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
streets, with fine champagne, as did also 
Mr. Gait, the jeweler, who built a house 
next to him. Many of the hod carriers 
were given bucketfnls of cakes, cookies 
and sandwiches at the close of the 'top- 
ping out.' But those days have passed, 
iind when anything is said to the owners 
of houses being built these days they ex- 
press ignorance of the custom, and de- 
cline to observe it when it is explained to 
them."—"Washington Star. 


The Canyons of Colorado. 


The secret of the great denudation and 


of this wonderful achievement of the Col- 
orado in carving out of rock a series of 
canyons about 500 miles long and in one 
place at least more than a mile deep, with 
,i multitude of tributary chasms and 
gorges, is very simple when you know it. 
The old lake bed slowly rose. At first the 
Colorado river and its tributaries or some 
nameless monstrous ancestor of these, 
sweeping over the slowly rising surfaces, 
planed them down iu most relentless fash- 
ion and then began wearing out broad 
shallow stream beds. Bat then the coun- 
try rose moro rapidly, and 'the water had 
to cut deeper channels in the rocka in or- 
der to get out and away to sea. 


Owing in part to the wear of the water 


itself, but more to the ceaseless bombard- 
ment of the suspended sand which it boro 
from the up country or picked up as ib 
went along, and to the thump of pebbles 
and bowlders which it swept on in flood- 
time, the river kept cutting: down as the 
strata rose, until finally when what was 
left of our inland sea bottom got thrust up 
=o that, towering far above its ersEwhila 
rocky shores it had to be called a plateau, 
the Colorado and its auxiliaries found 
themselves at the bottom of a Series oi 
colossal canyons and gorges, where they 
are today.—T. Mitchell Prudden, M. D., 
in Harper's Magazine.

The art of making mummies existed in 


Egypt from B. C. 3uOO to A. D. 325. There 
were many changes in the methods of em- 
balming during that period, and so marked 
they were in some respects that the experi- 
enced Egyptologist can almost tell the age 
of the mummy from the condition it is in. 


Shortly after death & line Avas drawn 


with a reed pen doAvn the right flank of 
the body. An incision Avaa then made 
along this line under tho ribs with a stone 
knifu, and all the internal parts excepting 
the heart and kidneys removed, ns was 
also tho brain by means of a bronze tube 
thrust through the nostrils. 
The subse- 


quent operations depended upon 
the 


amount of money the family of the de- 
ceased was able or willing to pay. 


The most costly process consisted in the 


application of drugs, powdered rosins and 
cassia through tho orifices, steeping the 
body flrst in palm wine and then for 70 
days in natron. This process was worth a 
silver tatait, or abont $1,21§. In tho sec- 
ond process, which cost a mina, or §406, 
the brain only wiis removed, though oil of 
cedar was injected into the body, which' 
\vas then soaked in natron as before. ''A 
•bird rata embalming process, the: poorest, 
•Insisted of the. .simple washing of the 
tody in myrrh and then the salting of it. 


The following peculiarities havo beer* 


observed in the mummies of different pe- 
riods; Thos9of-the"old empire," as it has 
been called, are now merely skeletons, ux- 
haling a faint odor of bitumen. A mum- 
my of the time of tho eleventh dynasty H 
sometimes in the same condition, or else 
yellow, dry and brittle. The excessive uso 
of bitumen has caused tho :i^"jmjaies of 
the.twelfth dynasty period to turn "black, 
while tho skin, though flexible, is dried. 
Frcia tho eighteenth to tho twenty-first 
dynasties, the mummies at; Memphis pro- 
sent the same peculiarities, while those at 
Thobes nro yellow and shining from the 
use of AVOX. 
The color oi the nails also 


Indicates that they were dyed with henna 
These peculiarities, with some minor 
changes, continue down to tho time of tho 
tvventy-sixth dynasty, folloAving which the 
mummies aro blnck and heavy and diffi- 
cult to separate from the bandages in 
which!hoy arc rolled. 
Mummies of the 


Koman period nro gray in colorand lissom. 
Tho color is duo to tho fact that the body 
was either diied in tho snnd, stooped in 
natron and then dried or was boiled in 
rosins orlaituineu. There aro other pecul- 
iarities in tho coffins and sarcophagi 
which nro considered in establishing the 
Kge of tho mummies. 


It is hardly necessary to stato that tho 


(Kistoin o£ preserving tho dead by embalm- 
ing hns not been confined to the Egyptians. 
That is a fact AVell known. Tho Greeks 
practiced it, as did also tho Assyrians, 
Persians, Romans and Hebrews. 
Thero 


aro also evidences that the Guanches. the 
anoiont inhabitants of the Canary islands, 
embalmed the dead. Hecenfc discovery has 
ulao established tho fact that embalming 
wns practiced with success by the nation 
races of America, both north and south, 
and that other moro or less savage peoples 
in various parts of the world havo known 
tho art. 
Xoiio, however, wero as success- 


ful as tho Egyptians, u fact attributed not 
only to the excellence of tho processes em- 
ployed, but to the dry climate of Kgry po ns 
well. 


There wn=n great variety of the methods 


of embalming. The Assyriansusad honey, 
tho Persians AV«X and tho Hebrews spices 
and honey. 
Tho Guauehes removed tho 


viscera and put in its plaoo fat, salt and 
nntiseptic herbs. In.thu sonili seas tho 
nations seem to have boon ablo to preserve 
tho dead in cocoarmt oil, while tho olu 
Peruvians Avcro successful through tho 
niinple process of putting tho body in nn 
enrthonwaro jar und alloAVlntj it to dry.

Noth- 
ing is more curious than to sec them cnt, 
although with their famous chopsticks 
they do not perform all the wonderful 
feats generally supposed. Everything is 
served them in bowls or saucers, and with 
the chopsticks they raise tae pieces of meat 
or fish to the mouth with sufiic-ient grace. 
Each one has a bowl of rice, which ho 
holds near his lips, and with the aid of the 
chopsticks he pushes tho contents into his 
mouth. It is curious to sec them pick up 
with their chopsticks the grains of rice 
that fall on the ground. Tte children are 
taught this art from their earliest years. 
Nothing must be lost, not even the small- 
est grain. Here is an exaitplc of their po- 
liteness: A Chinese arrayed in his most 
beautiful costume who presented himself 
at a house disturbed a rat which was en- 
joying himself in a jar of oil.

DOUGHNUTS AND CRULLERS. 


Bakeries Thn.t Produce Nothing Else and 


Sell to "Wholesalers Only. 


Doughnuts, as every housewife knows, 


are raised with yeast, and crullers arc not. 
For doughnuts a sponge is maclo in n 
doughnut and cruller bakery at S) a m. 
The time required for the sponge to rise 
depends somewhat on the ssMi.son and tho 
temperature 
It is made to rise nt a uni- 


form time by kccuini; it where it is warm 
in v. inter and by the use of cold water 
and cold milk in summer. Mora flour and 
the spices and other ingredients are mixed 
in at 1 o'clock, and the dough is thonjcft 
to stand until 4 p. m., when it is roncd 
out and cut up into pieces that will bo 
doughnuts when cooked. Thus cut out 
they are laid along in boxes or trays and 
raised again for an hour or an hour and a 
half, and then they aro cooked. 


The doughnuts aro laidoii'wiro holders, 


which aro submerged in boilirg fat or oil 
When dono, they aro lifted out and drained 
nnrt are then ready for salo. Doughnuts 
arc made (if different shapes, and thero arc 
some variations made on doughnut stock. 
There aro, for instance, doughnuts mado 
with nn opening in them whk-h is luleil 
with jelly, and there aro variations on the 
cruller—as, for example, one made with 
nn icing or frosting—thcso several varia- 
tions having each a nemo of its own. 


When tho various ingredients of which 


crullers aro mudo have been mado int< 
dough, the dough is rolled out, and tin- 
crullers aro cut from tho sheets. They an> 
picked up separately and the crossbar^ 
deftly twisted in and out, facilitating the 
porfoct cooking and giving the cruller its 
old time familiar form and appearance 
Crullers are cooked in the same way as 
doughnuts. 


Doughnuts and crullers nro mado in 


many bakeries that make bread and cnko 
and other things for their own retail trade, 
Thero arc at Icnst four bakeries in tho 
eity that mako nothing but doughnuts 
and crullers, .soiling to bakeries and res- 
taurants -at wholesale only.—Now York 
Sun.

The camera, therefore, is attached 
to the tube of tho telescope, and the object J 
to be photographed is brought into the i 
lens at the intersection of two cross wires, j 
Then by a system of clockwork the tele-! 
scope mov«s so that tho subject occupies 1

the same position on tho plate during the 
erposure. 


It is another curious feature of celestial 


photography that a plate may be exposed 
several nights on the same subject. I have 
seen star cluster and nebulae pictures 
which were exposed, the former on two 
and cho latter on four successive evenings. 
Tho picture showing the nebulw required 
a total exposure of -13 hours and i-± min- 
utes.
